Section A Sections 307.353, 307.355, 307.360, 307. 365,

307. 390, 643.310, 643.315, 643.320 and 643.350, RSMb 1994, and
sections 307.350, 307.366 and 307. 375, RSMb Supp. 1997, are
repeal ed and thirteen new sections enacted in lieu thereof, to be
known as sections 307.350, 307.353, 307.355, 307.360, 307.365,
307. 366, 307.375, 307.390, 643:310;. 643,315, 643.320, 643.350 and
1, to read as foll ows:

307.350. 1. The [owner] seller of every notor vehicle as
defined in section 301.010, RSMb, which is required to be
registered in this state, except:

(1) New notor vehicles which have not been previously

titled and registered[, prior to the initial notor vehicle



regi stration or the next succeeding registration which is

required by law] for the two-year period following their node

vear of nmanuf acture;

(2) Those notor vehicles which are engaged in interstate
comerce and are proportionately registered in this state with
the M ssouri highway reciprocity conm ssion, although the owner
may request that such vehicle be inspected by an offici al
i nspection station, and a peace officer nmay stop and inspect such
vehicles to determ ne whether the nmechanical condition is in
conpliance with the safety regul ati ons established by the United
States Departnent of Transportation; and

(3) Historic notor vehicles registered pursuant to section
301. 131, RSMb; shall submt _such vehicles to [an annual] a
bi enni al inspection of their nmechani'sm and equi pnent in
accordance with the provisions of sections 307.350 to 307.390 and
obtain a certificate of inspection and approval and a sticker,
seal, or other device froma duly authorized official inspection
station. The inspection, except _the.inspection of school buses
whi ch shall be nmade at the-tinme provided in section 307. 375,
shall be made at the tine prescribed in the rules and regul ations
i ssued by the superintendent of the M ssouri state hi ghway
patrol; but the inspection of a vehicle shall not be nade nore
than sixty days prior to the date of application for annual
registration or within sixty days of when a vehicle's

registration is transferred. Additionally, any vehicle
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manuf actured as an even-nunbered nodel vyear vehicle shall be

i nspected and approved pursuant to the safety inspection program

est abl i shed pursuant to sections 307.350 to 307.390 in each even-

nunber ed cal endar year and any such vehicle manufactured as an

odd- nunber ed nodel year vehicle shall be inspected and approved

pursuant to the safety inspection program established pursuant to

sections 307.350 to 307.390 in_each._odd-nunbered cal endar vyear.

The certificate of inspection and approval shall be a sticker,
seal, or other device or conbination thereof, as the
superintendent of the M ssouri state highway patrol prescribes by
regul ati on and shall be displ ayed upon the notor vehicle or
trailer as prescribed by the regul ations established by him The
repl acenent of certificates of inspection and approval which are
| ost or destroyed shall be made by the superintendent of the
M ssouri state highway patrol under regul ations prescribed by
hi m

2. For the purpose of obtaining an inspection only, it
shall be lawful to operate a vehicle over the nost direct route
bet ween the owner's usual-.pl ace of..residence and an i nspection
station of such owner's choice, notw thstanding the fact that the
vehi cl e does not have a current state registration license. It
shall also be |awful to operate such a vehicle froman inspection
station to another place where repairs may be nmade and to return
the vehicle to the inspection station notw thstanding the absence
of a current state registration |icense.
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3. No person whose notor vehicle was duly inspected and
approved as provided in this section shall be required to have
the same notor vehicle again inspected and approved for the sole
reason that such person wishes to obtain a set of any speci al
personal i zed |icense plates avail able pursuant to section
301. 144, RSMb, or a set of any |icense plates avail abl e pursuant
to section 301.142, RSMo, prior.to.the expiration date of such
not or vehicle's current annual registration.

4. Notw thstanding the provisions of section 307. 390,
violation of this section shall be deenmed an infraction.

307.353. O her provisions of |aw notw thstandi ng, no person

shal|l be required to have [an annual] a biennial vehicle

i nspection during a registration period which exceeds [one year]
two years. The inspection required at the beginning of the

regi stration period shall be valid for the entire registration
peri od.

307.355. 1. No state registration license to operate the
type of vehicle required to be.inspected by section 307.350 may
be transferred [or issued].-unless the application for the
transfer of a license [or the application for annual
registration] is acconpanied by a current certificate of
i nspection and approval issued not nore than sixty days prior to
the date of the application, or, in the cases of school buses,
the current certificate of inspection and approval issued at the
time provided in section 307.375 next preceding the date of
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application, and no state reqgistration |license to operate the

type of vehicle required to be inspected by section 307.350 may

be issued during a biennial year in which the vehicle is required

to be inspected unless the application for annual reqgistration is

acconmpani ed by a certificate of inspection and approval issued

not nore than sixty days prior to the date of application,

except:

(1) The director of revenue nay transfer or issue a state
registration license to the type of vehicle required to be
i nspected by section 307.350 without a certificate of inspection
and approval acconpanying the application if the director has
sati sfactory evidence that the vehicle was not in the state of
M ssouri at any tinme during.the sixty days prior to the date of
application; however, the owner of every such vehicle nust submt
the vehicle for inspection and obtain a certificate of inspection
and approval wthin ten days after the vehicle is first returned
to the state of M ssouri.

(2) The director of revenue shall .renew a vehicle's
registration license w thout a-certificate of inspection and
approval acconpanying the application if satisfactory docunentary
evidence is presented at the tinme of application that the |icense
bei ng renewed was properly transferred wthin a six-nonth period
prior to the expiration of the |icense being renewed or that the
vehicle for which the registration is being i ssued was issued a
registration for a period of |ess than one year for the
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regi stration period just expiring.

2. If due to interstate operation a comrercial notor
vehicle as defined in section 301.010, RSMo, or a trailer of the
type required to be inspected is required to obtain full fee
registration in this and any other state during the sanme cal endar
year, no Mssouri certificate of inspection and approval is
required if the vehicle bears evidence that a current valid
i nspection sticker or decal was issued by such other state in
whi ch the vehicle is registered; provided that the sticker or
decal issued by such other state is valid for the registration
period in this state.

3. After a commercial notor vehicle as defined in section
301. 010, RSMb, has been registered for the current year, no
certificate of inspection and approval is required when a | ocal
commercial notor vehicle license is changed to a beyond-| ocal
comercial notor vehicle |icense or when the |icensed gross
wei ght is changed during the |icensed peri od.

307.360. 1. The superintendent of the Mssouri state
hi ghway patrol shall issue-permts.and witten instructions to
of ficial inspection stations and shall furnish fornms and
certificates for the inspection of brakes, |ighting equipnent,
signaling devices, steering nechanisns, horns, mrrors,

w ndshield wi pers, tires, wheels, exhaust system glazing, air
pol lution control devices, fuel [tank] system and any ot her
safety equi pnent required by the state. In no instance wll road
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testing of a vehicle be considered a part of the inspection
pr ocedure.

2. The superintendent of the M ssouri state highway patro
shal | prescribe the standards and equi pnment necessary for an
official inspection station and the qualifications for persons
who conduct the inspections, and no applicant may be approved to
operate an official inspection_station until the applicant neets
t he standards and has the required equi pnent_.and qualified

[i nspections] inspectors as prescribed. The superintendent of

the M ssouri state highway patrol shall establish standards and
procedures to be followed in the making of inspections required
by sections 307.350 to 307.390 and shall prescribe rules and
regul ations for the operation of the stations.

3. (1) The application for permt as an official
i nspection station shall be nmade to the superintendent of the
M ssouri state highway patrol on a formfurnished by him The
fee for a permt to operate an official inspection station shal
be ten dollars per year  and each perm.t shall be renewed annually
on the date of issue. All-fees shall be payable to the director
of revenue and shall be deposited by himin the state treasury to
the credit of the state highway fund.

(2) The application shall set forth the name under which
applicant transacts or intends to transact business, the |ocation
of his place of business and such other information as the
superintendent of the M ssouri state highway patrol may require.
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| f the applicant has or intends to have nore than one pl ace of
business within the state, a separate application shall be mde
for each place of business. |If the applicant is a partnership,
the application shall set forth the names of the partners; [in]
if a corporation, the nanes of the officers shall be shown. The
application shall be signed and verified by oath or affirmation
of the owner or_an_authorized officer or partner.

(3) Each location which fulfills the superintendent of the
M ssouri state highway patrol's requirenents and whose owners,
proprietors and enpl oyees conply with his regul ati ons and
qualifications shall be designated as an official inspection
station and the applicant issued a certificate. The
superintendent of the M ssouri state hi ghway patrol shal
investigate all applicants for inspection station permts to
determ ne whet her or not the prem ses, equipnent and personnel
meet the requirenents prescribed by him

(4) Any autonobil e nechanic who has had at | east one year
of practical experience as an.autonptive nechanic or any person
who has successfully conpleted.-a course of vocational instruction
in autonotive nmechanics froma generally recogni zed educati ona
institution, either public or private, and who has denonstrated
hi s knowl edge and ability to conduct an inspection in conpliance
with the regul ati ons established by the superintendent of the
M ssouri state highway patrol nay be issued a permt to conduct
i nspections at any official inspection station. No person
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wi thout a valid permt shall conduct any part of an inspection,
except a person without a valid permt may assist in the
i nspection of a vehicle by operating the vehicle's lighting
equi pnent and signaling devices. The superintendent of the
M ssouri state highway patrol nmay at his discretion require a
mechanic to be reexam ned at any tinme to determ ne his know edge
and ability to_conduct an inspection. |If_the nechanic fails the
reexam nation or refuses to be reexam ned, the permt issued to
hi m shal | be suspended until the mechani c passes the exam nation
but under no circunstances can the mechani c again be tested until
a period of thirty days has el apsed. No fee shall be charged for
the permt and the permt shall remain valid for a period of
three years fromthe date of .issue or until suspended or revoked
by the superintendent of the M ssouri state hi ghway patrol

(5) The superintendent of the Mssouri state highway patro
may issue a private official inspection station permt to any
associ ation, person, partnership, corporation and/or subsidiary
corporation, and governnmental .entity.having registered or titled
in his or its nane in thiss-state one or nore vehicles of the type
required to be inspected by section 307.350, or who nai ntains
such vehicles under a witten mai ntenance agreenent of at | east
one year's duration and who mai ntains approved inspection
facilities and has qualified personnel; but separate permts nust
be obtained for separate facilities of the sane associ ati on,
person, partnership, corporation and/or subsidiary corporation,
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or governnmental entity. Such private stations shall inspect only
vehicles registered or to be registered, titled or to be titled
or maintained in the nane of the person or organi zation described
on the application for permt. No fee shall be charged for a
permt issued to a governnental entity.

4. (1) The superintendent of the M ssouri state hi ghway
patrol shall supervise and cause i.nspections to._be made of the
of ficial inspection stations and iInspecting personnel and if he
finds that the provisions of sections 307.350 to 307.390 or the
regul ations issued pursuant to sections 307.350 to 307.390 are
not being conplied with, or that the business of an official
i nspection station, in connection with corrections, adjustnents,
repairs or inspection of vehicles is being inproperly conducted,
he shall suspend or revoke the permt of the station for a period

of not less than thirty days or nore than [one year] three years

and require the immedi ate surrender and return of the permt,
together wth all official forns and certificates of inspection
and approval. If the superintendent .finds that an inspector has
vi ol ated any of the provisions.of sections 307.350 to 307.390 or
the regul ations issued pursuant to sections 307.350 to 307. 390,
he shall suspend or revoke the inspector's permt for a period of

not less than thirty days nor nore than [one year.] three years.

Oficial inspection station pernt holders are responsible at al

times for the conduct of their business and are directly

responsible at all tines for any act or the conduct of any

enpl oyee on the prem ses which is in violation of the notor

vehicle safety inspection |laws or the requl ations of the

superi ntendent of the M ssouri state hi ghway patrol. If a

station operator or if an inspector violates any of the
provi sions of sections 307.350 to 307.390, he is subject to
prosecution as provided in section 307.390.

(2) The suspension or revocation of a station permt or of
an inspector's permt shall 'be in witing to.the operator,
i nspector, or the person in charge of the station. Before
suspendi ng or revoking either of the permts, the superintendent
shall serve notice in witing by certified mail or by personal
service to the permttee at his address of record giving himthe
opportunity to appear in the.office of the superintendent on a
stated date, not less than ten nor nore than thirty days after
the mailing or service of the notice, for a hearing to show cause
why his permt should not be suspended or revoked. An inspection
station owner or an inspector may appear in person or by counsel
in the office of the superintendent to show cause why the
proposed suspensi on or revocation .is in error, or to present any
other facts or testinony that would bear on the final decision of
the superintendent. |If the permttee or his agent does not
appear on the stated day after receipt of notice, it shall be
presunmed that the permttee admts the allegations of fact
contained in the hearing notification letter. The decision of
the superintendent may in such case be based upon the witten
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reports submtted to himby his officers. The order of the
superintendent, specifying his findings of fact and concl usi ons
of law, shall be considered final imediately after receipt of
notice thereof by the permttee.

(3) Any person whose permt is suspended or revoked or
whose application for a permt is denied may wthin ten days
appeal the action as provided in chapter 536, RSM.

307.365. 1. No permt for an official. inspection station
shal | be assigned or transferred or used at any | ocation other
than therein designated and every permt shall be posted in a
conspi cuous place at the |ocation designated. The superintendent
of the Mssouri state highway patrol shall design and furnish
each official inspection station, at no cost, one official sign
made of netal or other durable material to be displayed in a
conspi cuous location to designate the station as an official
i nspection station. Additional signs may be obtai ned by an
official inspection station for a fee equal to the cost to the
state. Each inspection station shall also be supplied with one
or nore posters which nust.-be.di splayed in a conspicuous |ocation
at the place of inspection and which inforns the public that
required repairs or corrections need not be made at the
i nspection station.

2. No person operating an official inspection station under
t he provisions of sections 307.350 to 307.390 may issue a
certificate of inspection and approval for any vehicle except
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upon an official formfurnished by the superintendent of the

M ssouri state highway patrol for that purpose and only after

i nspecting the vehicle and determning that its brakes, lighting
equi pnent, signaling devices, steering nmechani sns, horns,

mrrors, wndshield wipers, tires, wheels, exhaust system

gl azing, air pollution control devices, fuel [tank] system and
any other safety equipnent as required by .the state are in proper
condition and adj ustnent to be operated upon.the public highways
of this state with safety to the driver or operator, other
occupants therein, as well as other persons and property upon the
hi ghways, as provided by sections 307.350 to 307.390 and the
regul ati ons prescribed by the superintendent of the M ssour

state highway patrol. No person operating an official inspection
station shall furnish, loan, give or sell a certificate of

i nspection and approval to any other person except those entitled
to receive it under provisions of sections 307.350 to 307.390.

No person shall have in his possession any certificate of

i nspection and approval and/or-.i nspection sticker with know edge
that the certificate and/or inspection sticker has been illegally
purchased, stolen or counterfeited.

3. The superintendent of the Mssouri state highway patro
may require officially designated stations to furnish reports
upon fornms furnished by himfor that purpose as he considers
reasonably necessary for the proper and efficient adm nistration
of sections 307.350 to 307.390.
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4. |f, upon inspection, defects or unsafe conditions are
found, the owner nay correct themhinmself or shall have them
corrected at any place of his own choice within fifteen days
after the defect or unsafe condition is found, and shall have the
right to renove the vehicle to such place for correction, but
before the vehicle is operated thereafter upon the public
hi ghways of this state, a certificate of inspection and approval
nmust be obtained. The iInspecting personnel of the official
i nspection station nust informthe owner that he need not have
the corrections nmade at the inspection station.

5. A fee, not to exceed [seven] twelve dollars, as
determ ned by each official inspection station, may be charged by
an official inspection station for each official inspection
i ncludi ng the issuance of ‘the certificate of inspection and
approval, sticker, seal or other device and a total fee, not to
exceed [six] ten dollars, as determ ned by each offici al
i nspection station, may be charged for an official inspection of
a trailer or notorcycle, which.shall .include the issuance of the
certificate of inspection.and.approval, sticker, seal or other
device. Such fee shall be conspicuously posted on the pren ses
of each such official inspection station. No owner shall be
charged an additional inspection fee upon having corrected
defects or unsafe conditions found in an inspection conpleted
within the previous ten consecutive days, excluding Saturdays,
Sundays and holidays, if such follow up inspection is nmade by the
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station making the initial inspection. Every inspection for
which a fee is charged shall be a conplete inspection, and upon
conpletion of the inspection, if any defects are found the owner
of the vehicle shall be furnished a list of the defects and a
receipt for the fee paid for the inspection. |If the owner of a
vehi cl e decides to have any necessary repairs or corrections mde
at the official_inspection station, he shall be furnished a
witten estimate of the cost of such repairs.before such repairs
or corrections are made by the official inspection station. The
witten estimate shall have plainly witten upon it that the
owner understands that he need not have the corrections nmade by
the official inspection station and shall have a signature |ine
for the owner. The owner nust sign bel ow the statenment on the
signature line before any repairs are nade.

6. Certificates of inspection and approval, sticker, seal
or other device shall be purchased by the official inspection
stations fromthe superintendent of the Mssouri state hi ghway
patrol. The superintendent of.the Mssouri state highway patro

shall collect a fee of [seventy-five] one dollar fifty cents for

each certificate of inspection, sticker, seal or other device
issued to the official inspection stations, except that no charge
shall be made for certificates of inspection, sticker, seal or

ot her device issued to official inspection stations operated by
governnmental entities. Al fees collected shall be deposited in

the state treasury with [fifty cents] one dollar of each fee
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collected credited to the state highway fund and, for the purpose
of adm nistering and enforcing the state notor vehicle | aws and
traffic regulations, [twenty-five] fifty cents credited to the
"Hi ghway Patrol |nspection Fund" which is hereby created. The
noneys col |l ected and deposited in the highway patrol inspection
fund shall be expended subject to appropriations by the general
assenbly for the adm nistration._and.enforcenent _of sections
307.350 to 307.390 by the M ssouri state highway patrol. The
unexpended bal ance in the fund at the end of each biennium
exceedi ng the anmount of the appropriations fromthe fund for the
first two fiscal years shall be transferred to the state road
fund, and the provisions of section 33.080, RSMb, relating to the
transfer of funds to the general revenue fund at the end of the
bi enni um shall not apply to the fund.

7. The owner or operator of any inspection station who
di sconti nues operation during the period that a station permt is
valid or whose station permt is suspended or revoked shal
return all official signs and.posters and any current unused
i nspection stickers, seals-or.other: devices to the superintendent
of the Mssouri state highway patrol and shall receive a ful
refund on request except for official signs and posters, provided
the request is made during the calendar year or within sixty days
thereafter in the manner prescribed by the superintendent of the
M ssouri state highway patrol. Stations which have a valid
permt shall exchange unused previous year issue inspection
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stickers and/or decals for an identical nunmber of current year
i ssue, provided the unused stickers and/or decals are submtted
for exchange not later than April thirtieth of the current
cal endar year, in the manner prescribed by the superintendent of
the M ssouri state hi ghway patrol

307.366. 1. This enactnent of the em ssions inspection
programis a mandate of the United States. Congress pursuant to
the federal Cean Air Act, as anended, 42 U S. C. 7401, et seq.
In any city not wthin a county, any county of the first
cl assification having a popul ation of over nine hundred thousand
i nhabi tants according to the nost recent decennial census, any
county of the first classification with a charter form of
governnent and a popul ati on.of not nore than two hundred twenty
t housand i nhabitants and not less than two hundred thousand
i nhabi tants according to the nost recent decennial census, any
county of the first classification without a charter form of
governnment with a popul ation of not nore than one hundred ei ghty
t housand i nhabitants and not l.ess. than one hundred seventy
t housand i nhabi tants accordi ng-to the nost recent decenni al
census and any county of the first classification without a
charter formof government with a popul ation of not nore than
ei ghty-two thousand i nhabitants and not |ess than eighty thousand
i nhabi tants according to the nost recent decennial census, [as a
part of the notor vehicle inspection procedure required by
sections 307.350 to 307.390,] certain notor vehicles shall be
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annually tested to determ ne that the em ssions systemis
functioning within the em ssion standards as specified by the
M ssouri air conservation comm ssion and as required to attain
the national health standards for air quality. The notor

vehicles to be tested shall be all vehicles except those

specifically exenpted under subdivisions (1) to (3) of subsection

1 of section 307.350 and those exenpted under this section.

2. The provisions of this section shall not apply to:

(1) Mtor vehicles with a manufacturer's gross vehicle
wei ght rating in excess of eight thousand five hundred pounds;

(2) Mtorcycles and notortricycles;

(3) Model year vehicles prior to 1971,

(4) School buses;

(5) Diesel -powered vehicles;

(6) Mdtor vehicles registered in the area covered by this
section but which are based and operated exclusively in an area
of this state not subject to the provisions of this section if
t he owner of such vehicle presents.to the director a sworn
affidavit that the vehicle-wll be. based and operated outside the
covered area; and

(7) New notor vehicles not previously titled or registered
prior to the initial notor vehicle registration or the next

succeeding registration which is required by | aw

Each official inspection station which conducts safety or
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em ssions inspections in a city or county referred to in
subsection 1 of this section shall indicate the gross vehicle
wei ght rating of the notor vehicle on the safety inspection
certificate if the vehicle is exenpt fromthe em ssions

i nspection pursuant to subdivision (1) of this subsection.

3. In addition to the fee authorized by subsection 5 of
section 307.365, a fee, not to_exceed eight dollars and fifty
cents for inspections conducted prior  to January 1, 1993, and not
to exceed ten dollars and fifty cents for inspections conducted
thereafter, as determ ned by each official safety and em ssions
i nspection station located in any city or county described in
subsection 1 of this section, may be charged for an autonobile
em ssions and air pollution.control inspection in order to attain
the national health standards for "airt quality. Such fee shall be
conspi cuously posted on the prem ses of each such inspection
station. The official safety and em ssions inspection station
shall issue a certificate of inspection and an approval sticker
or seal certifying the em ssions_system.is functioning properly.
The certificate or approval issued.shall bear the |egend: "This
cost is mandated by your United States Congress.” No owner shal
be charged an additional fee after having corrected defects or
unsafe conditions in the autonobile's em ssions and air pollution
control systemif the reinspection is conpleted wwthin twenty
consecutive days, excluding Saturdays, Sundays and hol i days, and
if such followup inspection is made by the station making the
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initial inspection.

4. The air conservation comm ssion shall establish, by
rule, a waiver anount which may be |ower for ol der nodel vehicles
and which shall be no greater than seventy-five dollars for node
year vehicles prior to 1981 and no greater than two hundred
dollars for nodel year vehicles of 1981 and all subsequent nodel
years.

5. An owner whose vehicle fails upon reinspection to neet
the em ssion standards specified by the M ssouri air conservation
comm ssion shall be issued a certificate of inspection and an
approval sticker or seal by the official safety and em ssions
i nspection station that provided the inspection if the vehicle
owner furnishes a conplete, signed affidavit satisfying the
requi renents of this subsection and the cost of em ssions repairs
and adjustnents is equal to or greater than the waiver anount
established by the air conservation conm ssion pursuant to this
section. The air conservation conm ssion shall establish, by
rule, a formand a procedure for verifying that repair and
adj ust rent was perforned.on a.failing vehicle prior to the
granting of a waiver and approval. The waiver form established
pursuant to this subsection shall be an affidavit requiring:

(1) A statenent signed by the repairer that the specified
wor k was done and stating the item zed charges for the work; and

(2) A statenent signed by the inspector that an inspection
of the vehicle verified, to the extent practical, that the
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speci fi ed work was done.

6. The departnent of revenue shall require evidence of the
i nspection and approval required by this section in issuing the
not or vehicle annual registration in conformty with the

procedure required by sections 307.350 to 307. 370, except that,

an _eni ssions conpliance certificate and an em ssions conpliance

sticker issued pursuant to subsection 6 of section 643.315, RSM,

may be used with respect to a nmotor vehicle in lieu of an

eni ssions inspection at an em ssions inspection station and a

certificate issued by such station pursuant to this section

7. Each safety and em ssions inspection station |located in
any city or county described in subsection 1 of this section
shal | purchase fromthe highway-patrol sufficient forns and
stickers or other devices to evidence approval of the notor

643.350. 1. A fee, not to exceed twenty-four dollars, my
be charged for an em ssions inspection conducted under the
em ssions inspection program established pursuant to sections
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643. 300 to 643.355, or for renote sensing clean screening testing

and docunentation, except that on days of operation, other than

the last three days of operation in each cal endar nonth, the

em ssions inspection fee shall be reduced by:

(1) Five dollars for any person who is required to wait
nmore than fifteen m nutes before the inspection begins;

(2) Ten dollars for any person who is required to wait nore
than thirty m nutes before the inspection begins; and

(3) Twenty dollars for any person who is required to wait
nore than sixty mnutes before the inspection begins.

2. The comm ssion shall establish, by rule, a tine-stanping
systemto ensure that the tinme of arrival and the tinme inspection
begins is accurately recorded for each vehicle at each em ssions
i nspection facility.

3. The fee shall be conspicuously posted on the prem ses of
each em ssions inspection station.

4. The comm ssion shall establish, by rule, the portion of
the fee anount to be remtted. by.the contractor to the director
of revenue and the nunber..of days allowed for remtting fees.

5. The contractor shall remt the portion of fees

col |l ected, as established by the comm ssion [under] pursuant to

this section, to the director of revenue within the tine period
established by the comm ssion. The director of revenue shal
deposit the fees received in the state treasury to the credit of
the "M ssouri Air Em ssion Reduction Fund", which is hereby
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created. Moneys in the fund shall, subject to appropriation, be
expended for the adm nistration and enforcenent of sections
643. 300 to 643.355. Any balance in the fund at the end of the
bi ennium shall remain in the fund and shall not be subject to the
provi sions of section 33.080, RSMb. All interest earned by
nmoneys in the fund shall accrue to the fund.
